WHAT IS THE I.AW? 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


Respect for the law is the basis of civ- 


llization, but the question now agitating 
the minds of many good people in Cali- 
fornia is how to ascertain what the law 
is. The San Francisco Examiner has 
undertaken to unravel the mystery, and 
it says it makes the brain of nn average 
citizen reel if he attempts to get an an- 
swer to the question. Why it does sr> 
the following from the Examiner ex- 
plains: 


"Take, for instance, the validity of 


Judge Wallace's course in employing an 
elisor to draw a grand jnry. Wallace 
was at one time Chief Justice of our Su- 
preme Court, and his standing as a law- 
yer is of the first older, which is not al- 
ways the case with Supreme Judges. His 
action made it sufficiently plain that he 
considered the appointment of nn elisor 
proper. That was the law according to 
Judge Wallace. 


"But Judge Murphy, whose position 


on the Superior beach gives a neigbt to 
his opinions that they would not possess 
were he a mere attorney, decided thai; 
tho employment of an elisor by Judge 
Wallace was so flagrantly illegal, that 
eubpenas issued by a giand jury so 
drawn were unwoithy of respect and 
need not be obeyed by those on whom 
they were suvud. That was the law ac- 
cording to Judge Murphy. 


"But the Supreme Court overruled Mur- 


phy, holding Hut, whether the grnnd 
jury was de jure grand jnry or not, it 
was a do facto grand jury, nrd no sub- 
pented witness had a right to question its 
authority. That was the law uncording 
to the Supreme Court. 


"But now comes the Supieme Court 


again, nnd decides that, although the 
grand jury was good enough to issue 
subpenas and compel citizens to obey 
them, it was not good enough to 
find 


binding indictments, owing to the fact 
that it had been sired by an elisor. That 
is tho law nccoidiog to the Supreme 
Court —or, at 
lojiat, a majority of its 


Judges. Fout of them sUod out good 
and strong for this declaration of the law, 
two dissented, ant! Chief Justice Beatty 
bewildered tho wits of bar and public 
alike by the profundity of the opinion 
which ho was pleased to write. Nobody 
seemed to be able to understand pre- 
cisely what ground he took, and in ordor 
to clear away the the fog fiom the popu- 
lar and professional mind ou the sub- 
ject, tho Examiner yesterday submitted 
in wiiting three questions to the 
P earned, 


if opaque, jurist. These questions, with 
Judge Beatty's answers to the -fame, 
are herewith appended: 


"(1) Do you hold that the grand jury, 


though iiregularly drawn, was a legal 
body? 
" Answer— Yes. 
"(3) Do you hold that its indictments 


were not vitiated by the irregularity ot 
its drawing? 


"Answer- Yes. 
I hold they are not 


void, and give the lower court jurisdic- 
tion to proceed and try them. 


"(8) Would the application 
of the 


findings in your decision to the case ot n 
person convicted on such an indictment 
necessarily cause you, in the event of 
this appealing, to decide thrft tho irreg- 
ulaiity in flip din \,ag of the grand jury 
made the convictin void? 


"Answer—It would not. 
But this was 


not one of the questions in the case and 
had no need to be decided upon. 


"There is a noble clarity in these an- 


swers which will, of course, relieve the 
eminent Ch'cf Justice from the suspicion 
that he made a heroic effort to be on both 
sidi-s of the grand juiy fence at onco'.
